“WALLY” BONTEMPS 
DISTINGUISHES SELF 
IN KOREAN BATTLE

J. Bontemps, Jr., found the ability to 
scale an impregnable peak. But he 
was the first one over the top!

The di- 
vision could move neither to the north 
nor west because the Communists were 
dug in in the caves and crevices of a 
five-fingered peak and their, machine 
guns were spattering everything with- 
in range of the road junction village 

According to a United Press release, 

of Pangnim-Ni. 
Lt. Col. Robert B. Pridgen spoke to 
the Captain of Love Company, “Most 
of the staff,’ he told the Company 
Commander, “considered the peak im- 
pregnable. They don’t think infantry 
can scale it. But I’m asking you to 
try. Think your men can do it?” 

To the company, it wasn’t a ques- 
tion of whether or not they could do 
it—merely of how long it would take 
them. It took them only eight hours— 
but the last of those hours were long. 

Cpl. Bontemps, and his comrades, 
crawled the final 300 yards on their 
bellies, pulling themselves upward hand 
over hand while artillery kept up a 
constant barrage twenty yards in front 
of them. 

When Cpl. Bontemps pulled himself 
over the crest, the first to make it, he 
stared full into the face of a North 
Korean! He doesn’t know now what 
else he expected to find there, but he 
said for the moment he was too scared 
to do anything but stare. However, he 
managed to get his gun up first and 
the Korean threw up his hands. 

And so another victory was chalked 
up for Company Love. This company, 
incidently, was among the first to 
reach the Yalu River border in the 
great November push; and veteran of 
the terrible, icy retreat from it. It was 
in that retreat that Cpl. Bontemps 
suffered a case of frostbite that put him 
in the hospital a while. Just before 
Christmas, however, he was returned 
to the front. 

Cpl. Bontemps writes little of war
